Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 3/2/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,997,203 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded.

In claim 29, line 5, replace "a portion of the liquid from the receptacle" with -a 
portion of the liquid from at least one of said receptacle outlets--. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose a receptacle within a distributor wherein a portion of the liquid 
being distributed from at least one of the receptacle outlets is collected within the 
distributor and the receptacle is being self-leveled on the liquid collected in the interior 
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of the distributor in combination with the other claim limitations. Additionally, applicant's 
arguments filed 3/2/2009 are persuasive.
